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Strikers’ 
lost pay 
to benefit 
groups 

COMMUNITY groups in 
Sandwell can bid for thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of 
grants funded by money not 
paid in wages to council 
workers who took part in the 
public sector strike in 
November. 

The council is giving com¬ 
munity and voluntary 
organisations the chance to 
apply for grants from a 
£15,000 pot of cash which 
was saved in the walkout. 

Around 3,451 council staff 
including teachers took part 
in the strike in Sandwell on 
November 30 over pension 
changes. The £15,000 is not 
the total amount saved in 
wages. 

Grants will be available 
for projects in each of 
Sandwell’s six towns which 
will benefit communities. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said: “We 
want to give something back 
to communities. These can 
be difficult times for volun¬ 
tary organisations and 
£1,000 could make a big dif¬ 
ference to them.” 

The fund’s guidelines 
suggest such things as 
buying equipment for a com¬ 
munity activity or funding a 
community-based project or 
event. 

The closing date for appli¬ 
cations is tomorrow 
(Friday). 

Other councils in the 
region said any money they 
saved would go back into the 
authority’s coffers. 

Police act on 
young racers 

POLICE are taking action 
after reports that regular 
meetings that attract hun¬ 
dreds of young car drivers 
have restarted in Sandwell. 

The drivers are congregat¬ 
ing on the Toys R Us car 
park in Oldbury on Sunday 
evenings. There have also 
been midweek meetings 
where drivers race, rev their 
engines and play loud music. 

Insp Sharon Jones said: 
“We take reports of cars 
being driven in an anti¬ 
social way seriously.” 


COUNCIL FORKS OUT 
£1 m FOR AXED JOBS 


SANDWELL COUNCIL had to fork out 
nearly £1 million when 14 managers 
and their personal assistants were 
made redundant. 

The jobs were axed to cut the council’s wage bill. 
But it has been revealed that redundancy payments 
and compensation came to £960,616. 


The authority has already 
re-structured to cut the 
wage bill and bureaucracy, 
which will save £2.3m a year. 

The total costs of the exer¬ 
cise have now been uncov¬ 
ered under The Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

Redundancy for 17 of the 
posts came to £609,428 and 
redundancy compensation 
payments for 10 of the 
workers meanwhile totalled 
£107,938. 

In lieu of notice, council 
chiefs forked out £193,250 
for 15 of the posts. 

Benefits 

Compensation for loss of 
office meanwhile added a 
further £50,000 for three 
posts. 

Former council chief exec¬ 
utive Dr Allison Fraser 
received £165,043 when she 
left in September 2010 - 
£38,043 for compensation 
for loss of office and 
enhanced pension benefits 
of £127,000. She had been 
paid £152,174 a year. 

A former officer, who has 
not been named, but who 
earned £101,026 a year, 
received £120,000 as com¬ 
pensation for loss of office, 
payments in lieu of notice,

and redundancy. Council 
leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper, who led the re-struc- 
ture, said: “I’m acutely 
aware of how this looks to 
ordinary people, but under 
my leadership people will 
not be getting such high 
salaries in the future. 

“This will provide savings 
over the long-term. 

“I said I would go ahead 
with this when I became 
leader, because we had far 
too many managers being 
paid far too much. 

“The payouts are large 
but the then chief executive 
was on more than £150,000. 
Our current chief executive 
has taken a pay cut to 
£139,000. 

“I’ve done my best to 
reduce salaries of officers.” 

Dr Fraser left shortly 
after Councillor Cooper 
announced he would be 
axing senior managers to 
help make the £75 million 
savings the authority has to 
find by 2015. 

Redundancies across the 
authority hit 520 staff and 
cost a total £11.8m last year.

ACTION to keep vulnerable 
children in Sandwell safe is 
working, according to a Gov¬ 
ernment watchdog. 

Ofsted rates the author¬ 
ity’s safeguarding perform¬ 
ance and capacity to improve 
further as “adequate” - and 
council bosses have pledged 
to maintain the momentum.

In Sandwell, 335 children 
and young people have child 
protection plans, a further 
1,370 are children in need 
and 559 children and young 
people are in the care of the 
council.

MORE engineering graduates are 
needed to make up for a shortfall in 
the Black Country’s manufacturing 
industry, according to the new 
leader of business in the region, 
incoming president of the region’s 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Cradley Heath-based solicitor 
Paul Bennett, is the incoming presi¬ 
dent of the region’s Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mr Bennett, who takes up his new 
post in April, launched his term of 
office with a plea on the level of skill 


among workers in the region. 

He said firms were struggling to 
replace skilled workers who were 
retiring. 

He believes more training courses 
should be made available to teach 
students these vital skills and 
believes the creation of University 
Technical Colleges could be the way 
forward. 

“Talking to our members, they 
are keen to recruit and invest,” said 
Mr Bennett. 

“The challenge is to try to attract 


people, particularly the significant 
number of young people that are 
unemployed, into manufacturing 
and engineering.” 

Mr Bennett said that the biggest 
challenge facing this area was to 
make sure that there was no “lost 
generation”. 

The region had to ensure that “we 
do not skip a generation or a number 
of generations, in terms of their 
opportunities to work,” he said. 

Mr Bennett, who is a senior 
partner at George Green Solicitors 


and is Dudley chamber president, 
has been out to visit colleges in the 
area to see the work they are doing 
with students. 

But he fears many are choosing to 
study outside the region. He said: 
“My concern is when you look at the 
destination of many of the students 
you wonder how many are coming 
back to the Black Country after 
their studies to find work.” 

He said the chamber was backing 
plans by Dudley College to create a 
University Technical College. 


Couple’s gamble pays off 
with arrival of baby Jake 


ENGAGED couple Sarah Allen 
and Mark Smith are celebrating 
an amazing gamble to have a 
baby that paid off. 

As a sufferer of a rare condition, Sarah 
Allen took a chance when she decided to 
have a baby. 

Treacher Collins syndrome means Sarah 
has no ears, is partially sighted, struggles to 
breathe, and has had to cope with numerous 
operations. 

Although the condition affects just one in 
10,000 babies, carriers have a 50 per cent 
chance of passing it on to their children. But 
her yearning for a baby propelled her to take 
the chance despite the risks. 

And now, after giving birth to healthy son 
Jake, the new mother has defended her deci¬ 
sion to have a child. 

Speaking through an interpreter, the 24- 
year-old said: “Jake is lucky because there is 
nothing wrong with him. But if there had 
been it would not have mattered. 

“I know I would have coped. I knew I had 
the support of my family, my friends. I feel 
normal and I am quite happy. He would have 
been the same.” 

Infections 

Sarah, who lives with her mother in 
South Road, Tipton, gave birth to Jake in 
June. He weighed 71b lloz. She said: “I’d 
been with my boyfriend long enough to 
know we wanted a baby.” 

Treacher Collins syndrome is caused by a 
faulty gene that stops facial bones develop¬ 
ing as they should in the womb. Symptoms 
include eyes that slant down at the outer 
corners meaning problems with sight, a 
small lower jaw and underdeveloped, or 
missing ears. 

Sarah has been in and out of hospital all 
her life and she relies on a tracheotomy to 
help her breathe. She has had numerous 
lung infections and when she was 16, had 
plastic ears fitted to boost her self-confi¬ 
dence. 

She met 37-year-old Mark at Walsall 
College where she was doing a caring course 
and they have been together for four-and-a- 
half years. 

Mark, who has a seven-year-old son, is 
also deaf and lives with his parents in 
Dudley, but the couple want to get a home 
together soon. 

Sarah has had to cope with unpleasant

remarks from people passing in the street. 

“When I’m on the street people will say 
nasty things,” she said. “It causes me a lot of 
stress. People will say ‘what’s wrong with 
your face?’ or ‘have you been in a car crash?’ 

“My boyfriend has told me to ignore them 
but the truth is I’m happy with my life -1 am 
comfortable with myself. I have a good 
boyfriend and a beautiful little boy.” 

Sarah is the youngest of her mother Betty 
Allen’s five children. The others do not

suffer from any disabilities. Sarah was born 
on April 30, 1987, and nurses took her 
straight into neonatal unit. “They did not 
think she was going to get through the 
night,” said Mrs Allen.

Mrs Allen visited the hospital every day 
with husband Geoffrey, who died of a heart 
problem in 2000. Sarah was discharged in 
December 1988.

Fire station campaigners under attack 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save a 
threatened fire station have come 
under attack from the West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Authority chairman. 

Controversial plans to shut the 
station at Halesowen and axe one of 
two 24-hour crews serving the area 
were approved by the authority in 
November. But a legal fight to over¬ 
turn the closure has been started, 
with campaigners raising £10,000 in 


a bid to hold a judicial review into 
the decision. It is claimed this could 
delay vital progress. 

Halesowen fire station, in Hagley 
Road, is to close on March 31 and a 
new station will be built. But 
Sandwell Councillor John Edwards, 
chairman of the fire authority, says 
a judicial review could hold up pro¬ 
posals for the replacement covering 
Halesowen and Cradley Heath. Two 


consultation events will be held in 
March when artist’s impressions of 
the new base will go on display. 

Councillor Edwards said if the 
review went ahead it could “cause 
unnecessary delay and expense.” 

He added: “We are keen to move 
as quickly as possible to provide a 
new community fire station. I also 
want to provide certainty for our fire 
fighters and station staff.” 


Residents will be able to look at 
the plans on March 8 between 5pm 
to 8pm at Lutley Community 
Centre, in Brookwillow Road, Hale¬ 
sowen. A second session will be held 
on March 10 from 11am to 2pm at 
Reddall Hill Primary School, in 
Trinity Road, Cradley Heath. 

A final decision about the new fire 
station will be taken by West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Authority on April 16.

Giant food bus iness turns to the sun for power 


A FOOD business in West Bromwich is set 
to install advanced solar panels on the roof 
of its base as part of £30 million plans. 

The 2 Sisters Food Group which employs 
18,000 people worldwide, has revealed the 
plans for its Dial Lane base. 

Under the plans, York Green Renewables 
will fit the panels to the roof, but the system 
will not be visible from outside the property. 

If approved, the panels will be installed 
within weeks. The system would generate 
around 42,500 kilowatt hours of electricity a 
year - the equivalent of powering at least 14 
houses. 

It will power the firm’s site and any 


surplus will be sold back to National Grid. 
Installation does not require any heavy 
machinery or disruptive construction work, 
developers say. 

Company spokesman Andrew Hanson 
said: “2 Sisters already has a strong environ¬ 
mental agenda. 

“Alongside our five-year plan towards 
becoming carbon neutral and reducing our 
waste, we’re focused on a significant invest¬ 
ment programme in a number of renewable 
projects, with over 40 planning applications 
in the pipeline for solar and wind turbines, 
as well as trials for other technologies. 

“Our first operational solar project at one 


of our chicken farms in Lincolnshire demon¬ 
strates that we’re continually working to 
deliver the highest quality products at the 
lowest cost, by using energy more efficiently 
to help ourselves and our customers, as well 
as helping the environment. 

“At some of our other sites, we will also 
have our first wind turbines and biomass 
project in place shortly and we could be 
saving up to 20,000 tons of C02 a year by the 
time these investments are completed.” 

The 2 Sister Food Group, a frozen chicken 
company supplying all the major supermar¬ 
kets, is owned by Wolverhampton tycoon 
Ranjit Singh Boparan, who also owns 


Northern Foods, which produces Good- 
fella’s Pizza and Fox’s biscuits. 

The business hit the £2.1 billion annual 
sales mark last year and made a profit of 
£170 million. 

In December, the company bought 
Brookes Avana, which supplies chilled 
pizza, ready meals and pies from sites in 
South Wales and Leicester where it employs 
2,000 people. 

The £30 million deal followed the £342m 
takeover of Northern Foods last year. 

Mr Boparan also owns the Harry 
Ramsden fish and chip shop chain.

He was assassinated just a 
few days later, after return¬ 
ing to New York. 

The idea for a plaque came 
from the Nubian Jak Com¬ 
munity Trust which organ¬ 
ises Britain’s only black and 
minority ethnic national 
plaque scheme. 

Spokesman Jak Beula said 
Malcolm X had contributed 
to the desegregation of resi¬ 
dential housing in Smeth¬ 
wick. 

The trust has commemo¬ 
rated figures including 
singer Bob Marley and aboli¬ 
tionist and author Mary 
Prince.

YOUNGSTERS have been learn¬ 
ing about the construction indus¬ 
try in West Bromwich. 

The Public, in New Street, has 
teamed up with supermarket giant 
Tesco and Vinci Construction - the 
company behind the New Square 
development - to teach young 


people about the industry. Inspired 
by The Public’s Art of Architecture 
exhibition, young visitors to The 
Public over the half-term holiday 
have been able to build exciting 
structures using more than 300 
soft sponge bricks and building 
blocks. 


DETAILS about £5 million plans to 
revamp a shopping centre in 
Sandwell emerged when a plan¬ 
ning application was submitted to 
the council. 

A new glass entrance and lobby area will 
be created at the High Street side of Queens 
Square shopping centre to create a new “sig¬ 
nature entrance”. 

The centre is undergoing renovation work 
to bring it up to scratch and tie in with the 
£200m Tesco development in the town. 

Fairacre Asset Management, which runs 
the shopping centre, has already had per¬ 
mission to demolish the canopy which joins 
Queens Square and Kings Square over the 
High Street, and to create a new sprinkler 
tank, pump house and fencing and replace 
windows and external paving. The company 
has now applied for modifications to shop¬ 
ping centre entrances. 

Essential 

A design and access statement submitted 
to Sandwell Council states that the propos¬ 
als would create an extra 2,615sq ft of inter¬ 
nal public lobby space at the 1970s centre. 

The report states: “The centre was 
opened in 1971 and has been the subject of 
little renewal since that time. Its on-street 
presence has declined significantly. 

“Proposed essential maintenance works, 
the subject of a separate planning applica¬ 
tion, will remove unsightly and obsolete 
structures surrounding the existing entry 
points. 

“This will allow the development of con¬ 
temporary and striking new entrance 
pieces.” 

Proposals will be considered by borough 
planners at a later date.

Former bus driver stops 
to remember his routes 


A £7 MILLION scheme that 
has changed Stourbridge 
Bus Station beyond recog¬ 
nition has rekindled mem¬ 
ories of the old site for one 
long-time worker. 

Bryan Bush started out as a 
driver in 1962 and worked there 
and its neighbouring garage until 
1985. 

The 73-year-old, of Maypole 
Drive, Stourbridge, says while 
nothing now remains of either the 
original station or garage he still 
has fond memories of both and the 
people who worked there. 

Redevelopment of the Foster 
Street East site will create a bus 
interchange with a new concourse 
and subway link but Mr Bush says 
things had been very different 
when he started working there. 

The station had been split in two 
with the old railway station, which 
was then the main line, at the 
centre of the site. But the big differ¬ 
ence was that opposite the station

stood a garage where the buses 
were stored and maintained. The 
vehicles also used to leave this site 
to begin their daily journeys. 

That is now occupied by the Mer¬ 
cedes Benz dealership but at one 
time it was one of the biggest 
employers in the town with 200 
staff. Mr Bush later became an 
acting inspector and then a union 
chairman and finally a liaison 
officer. 

“The garage was a bustle of activ¬ 
ity in those days as buses continu¬ 
ally left and entered the site while 
on their journeys,” he says. 

“We had vehicles going out to all 
areas such as Worcester, Ludlow 
and Kidderminster along with the 
closer destinations such as Cradley 
Heath and Stourbridge. 

“I worked there until 1985 when 


the garage was closed. It was a 
great place to work.” 

Mr Bush says staff were a close 
knit team and went on social 
events, including fishing trips. 

The garage was demolished soon 
after its closure on January 26, 
1985, marking the end of an era. 

Staff gathered for one last photo¬ 
graph of their final day before they 
were transferred to depots in 
Hartshill, Dudley and Quinton as 
part of West Midlands Travel’s 
rationalisation plans. But Mr Bush 
says many keep in touch. 

The replacement, built to bring 
the split station together was 
demolished last year. 

“The recent work at the site is 
the second major change I can 
remember happening at the 
station,” says Mr Bush, who 
worked on the buses for nearly 40 
years. 

“However, I am sure there will be 
people who continue to think 
fondly of the old station and before 
that the garage.”

A DOZEN people in Sandwell who 
need care have signed up to 
receive virtual “visits” as part of a 
revolutionary scheme costing 
£1.56 million. 

Sandwell Council’s adult social care 
department and the borough’s Primary 
Care Trust have linked up to become the 
first borough in the country to pilot the 
virtual television system. 

The scheme, called STAY Telecare, 
involves a two-way link through people’s 
TVs. Six people have already had the system 
installed. It operates via the scart lead and 
uses broadband. 

Within days, 12 people will be using it 
after broadband is installed in their homes, 
and 40 more sets are on order. 

Visible 

The system works as if a user is taking a 
video phone call. 

They can accept or decline the call and 
choose if they are visible on screen to the 
person calling them. There is a hand-held 
remote control for users to control a camera 
positioned on their own television screen. 
People with learning or speech disabilities 
can hold letters up to the camera for their 
carers to read. 

Councillor Ann Jaron, Sandwell’s adult 
social care chief who is a GR said: “I think 
once people understand what’s on offer they 
will like it. It will never replace direct 
contact, but it will complement it.”

NHS 
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Wildlife group waits 
for decision on grant 


A GROUP that works to create and 
enhance wildlife habitats in Sandwell 
and other parts of the Midlands will 
find out on Monday if it has won a share 
of £7.5m. 

The Government grant would make 
the region the country’s first Nature 
Improvement Area. 

The money would be used to help 
involve the community in projects in 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton, Dudley, 
Walsall and Birmingham. 

The scheme, by the Birmingham and 
Black Country Wildlife Group, is one of 
15 proposals on the short list, but only 
12 will receive funding. 

Neil Wyatt, chief executive of the 
group, said: “The Nature Improvement 


Area provides opportunities for volun¬ 
teering, taking part in biological record¬ 
ing and monitoring, engaging with the 
work of the Nature Improvement Area 
partners and enjoying the green spaces 
and wildlife.” 

Mr Wyatt said the funding would put 
Birmingham and the Black Country 
Wildlife Group’s Nature Improvement 
Area at the forefront of urban conserva¬ 
tion. 

In less than 30 years, some 50 nature 
reserves have been established in the 
region. 

A decision on the funding bid will be 
made by Secretary of State for the Envi¬ 
ronment, Caroline Spelman, on 
Monday. 


Jobs promise as £500k homes 
and shops scheme is unveiled 


A housing and shopping complex is 
being planned for Blackheath, and the 
scheme would create up to 16 jobs. 

Black Country businessman Mark Hewitt is 
hoping to create four shops and seven apartments as 
part of the £500,000 project. 

The scheme is planned for land in Halesowen 
Street. Minor alterations would also be made to two 
existing flats and a ground-floor extension to an 
existing shop unit would be added under the plans, 
which have been submitted to Sandwell Council for 
consideration. 

Mr Hewitt, who owns Philip Eley Butchers in 


nearby High Street, intends to name the new 
complex Joseph Eley Court - after the original 
owner of his business. 

The applicant hopes to have the scheme com¬ 
pleted by the end of the year - subject to planning 
permission being granted. 

The complex would include five one-bedroom 
duplex apartments and two studio apartments. 

“I thought it would be good for the heritage of the 
town to have the name Joseph Eley Court because 
the family has so much history in the town,” said Mr 
Hewitt. 

“Ideally, I would like to have it all done and dusted 
by the the end of the year.” 


There would be no provision for car parking 
included in the development although the town is 
served by a number of public car parks. 

A landscaped courtyard would also be created as 
part of the scheme, containing raised planting beds 
and seating areas. 

And Mr Hewitt said the units would be ideal for 
new businesses. 

Blackheath Councillor Mary Docker, who is also 
secretary of the Blackheath Business and Commu¬ 
nity Association, said the site had attracted fly¬ 
tipping and she welcomed the application. 

The council is consulting on the project and a deci¬ 
sion on the application is expected by April 11.

They must be pre-booked with an 
operator otherwise they are not insured and no 
record of the journey can be traced. 

The vehicle must have a Sandwell Metropolitan 
Borough Council ID plate fitted to the rear of the 
vehicle and another displayed on the inside. The 
driver will have two photo ID badges, one must 
be worn and the other must be displayed inside 
the vehicle. 

Cars cruising the streets looking for customers 
are illegal, uninsured and potentially dangerous. 

If possible, book a Taxi or Private Hire Vehicle 
in advance. Ask for the driver’s name, as well as 
the make and colour of the car. 

Confirm the driver’s details when they arrive - 

is it the Taxi or Private Hire Vehicle you ordered? 

If you are ordering a Taxi or Private Hire Vehicle 
from a public place try not to let people overhear 
your name and address - anyone could pretend 
to be your Taxi or Private Hire Vehicle.

Standard kit on basic Pop models 
includes electric windows, central 
locking, electric power steering, four 


airbags and body-coloured bumpers. 
ESP is not standard, though, and would 
need to be added as an optional extra. 

Upgrading to Easy trim brings 
remote central locking, air condition¬ 
ing, roof rails and a better stereo, while 
finally Lounge receives heated electric 
mirrors, 15-in alloy wheels, front fog 
lamps, body-coloured mirrors, door 
handles and side mouldings. 

Collision 

The options list allows for two more 
airbags to be added, as well as a low- 
speed collision mitigation system that 
brakes the car automatically at less 
than 18.6mph if the forward-facing 
sensors detect an imminent impact. 

Fiat is gunning for results in allowing 


customers to personalise the Panda to a 
very high degree. The options list is 
long, but buyers might find that the 
overall cost can escalate quickly. 

“I’m delighted that we remain highly 
competitive against our key rivals in 
this small car sector,” says Elena 
Bernardelli, marketing director at Fiat 
Group Automobiles UK. 

“We are particularly good value when 
you take into consideration the levels of 
equipment offered in standard specifi¬ 
cation across the range.” 

There are better-equipped cars in the 
price bracket, however, which may have 
more appeal to buyers’ minds. Fiat is 
likely to be hoping that the new Panda’s 
cute styling wins hearts instead.

is going green 


BRITAIN’S car industry of the 1960s and 70s, much of which was 
based in the Midlands, wasn’t the source of many happy memories. 
That makes it harder to think of the industry today as a shining light 
among the gloom of the world economic troubles. 

But in fact Jaguar Land Rover is one of the companies 
playing more than its part in driving British industry 
towards a brave new world, with a multi-million develop¬ 
ment plan including a new engine plant at Wolverhampton, 
new cars in the pipeline and no less than 3,000 jobs created 
in 2011. 

The West Midlands car maker is involved in a number of 
the projects through partnerships with suppliers, govern¬ 
ment agencies, and universities. 

Some 1,000 of those were employed to help develop sus¬ 
tainable technology vehicles such as the prototype Range 
Rovere, a diesel electric hybrid. The aim is to develop a new 
range of real world vehicles to tackle the problem of increas¬ 
ingly expensive and scarce oil supplies. 

It can run on a 14.2Kw/h electric motor alone for up to 20 
miles, or use its standard 3.0 litre V6 diesel engine or a com¬ 
bination of both and although development is still in its 
early stages, already represents a number of technical 
advances. 

The car looks like a standard Range Rover - the batteries 



are hidden beneath the rear of the car, where a spare wheel 
would otherwise be fitted. 

Project leader Andy Smith said: “The Range Rover e is a 
prototype with which to develop and test hybrid technology 
which has been on trial for a year now. 

“We need to explore not only vehicle technology but also 
such things as charging in streets, at home or city centres, 
which is a new challenge. 

Customers 

“We are still learning about what this new technology 
means for both us and our customers, and need to fully 
understand what our customers want.” 

The Range Rover e will run for up to 20 miles on the elec¬ 
tric motor alone. For a typical commuter this could mean an 
emissions-free run to work, plug in to a charging socket 
during the day, and another emissions-free run home - sig¬ 
nificantly reducing fuel costs, too. 

But the company knows that Range Rover owners don’t 
want a vehicle that is limited to perhaps 100 miles before 
needing several hours plugged in to a socket. Hence the 
need for hybrid power, where the diesel engine can be used 
alone or it can be assisted by the electric motor, thus reduc¬ 
ing fuel consumption. 

The aim is to bring a viable hybrid Range Rover to the 
salesrooms by next year, with fuel consumption improved 
from the 30mpg of today’s standard car to an astonishing 
85mpg. 

Carbon dioxide emissions would also be drastically 
reduced to some 89g/km, not only helping to say the planet 
but also saving drivers’ wallets, with much reduced vehicle 
excise duty and company car tax. 

The company is confident its future range of greener 
vehicles will also be good for its sales and British exports. 

“There are a number of important markets. China, for 
example, is going to be an extremely important market for 
this technology as they are legislating very hard in this field. 
And, of course, there is also our major market in the United 
States,” Mr Smith said.
